Under the 
pretext of being brought out to make a 
declaration or protest of innocence, as to 
charge of treason preferred against them, 
they were orceréd into the presence of Boet. 
who, without causing any examination what- 
ever to be made, gave orders that they shoald 
be immediately shot. The execution took 
place in his presence. When the Governor of 
Sentiago de Cuba, Otero, who ts said to be a 
better man than Boet, learned that tne 
presence of these men was desired, he ordered 
at once a body of marines to go out and take 
the prisoners in charge, but when the detach- 
meithad arnved the unfortunate men had 
been shot.
